T HE important alterations which have taken place by the provisions of the 

Act of the last Session “ for Consolidating and Amending the Laws relating 

to Prisons in Ireland,” in respect to the constitution of the Boards of Superin- 
tendence, induce us, in the Commencement of our Report, to offer some obser- 
vations upon the powers granted to, and duties imposed upon this most important 
Board. 

Prior to the passing of this Act, the charge of visiting and superintending the 
prisons of each county, and of carrying into effect the regulations then established 
bv law, &c. &c. was vested in a committee, consisting of any three or more of the 
members of the next preceding grand jury, to whom certain powers were grante, 
and under a particular section of the Act then in force, grand juries were also im- 
powered, if they should think fit, to appoint a Board of Superintendence (one fourth 
of whom to be* Justices of the Peace), to whom powers, nearly sim.lt rr to those 
vested in the committee of the grand jury, were f srgued. It bemg found by 
experience that the responsibility w as weakened by being thus divided, and that the 
means possessed by neither body were sufficiently defined or extensive to enable 
them to P act with effect in framing or enforcing regulations, or in the prevention of 
abuses ; while at the same time the constitutional rights supposed to be attached to 
the office of high sheriff and to the magistracy unavoidably clashed, were con- 
founded with the powers of both, their relatrve limits not being ascertained or 

defined: it has, therefore, been thought necessary by the legislature to new model 

the whole system, which has been effected by the repeal of all former statutes, and 
by substituting for them the regulations contained in the second section of the Act 
of the last session, c. 74. These regulations are framed, as nearly as the cir- 
cumstances of the country will permit, on the same principles as those by which the 
discipline and moral government of the gaols in England is provided for. In that 
country a select body of visiting justices are appointed by the gener a l body^of 
justices of the peace assembled at the general or quarter sessions ; and in the hands 
of these visiting justices is placed the internal government of the prisons, and the 
formation of by-laws, which, when approved by the court of King’s Bench be- 
come binding upon sheriffs, magistrates and all other authorities whatever the 
powers of all justices of the peace, not being visiting justices, being defined under 
a special enactment. 

In precise analogy to the provisions of the English law the Act of the last ses- 
sion has been framed. It is now mandatory on the grand jury of each county at 
every assizes to appoint a select body, one half of whom at least must be (and the 
whole mav be) justices of the peace, to whom powers similar to those of the visiting 
justices are granted. Any code of by-laws framed by them, and approved by the 
court, is made binding upon the same authorities. The powers of other justices of 
the peace are defined by a special clause, and the responsibihty and control of the 
internal government of the prisons, exclusively placed in the hands of the Board 
of Superintendence,” so constituted. 

It is unnecessary for us to point out to a body composed principally of gentlemen 
of rank in the country, and much selected for their talents and attention to e 
471. B P ubhc 
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public business of the county, how necessary it is that the duties of the Board 
should be discharged with diligence and zeal, and that the appointment of stated 
days of meeting, and the most persevering attendance at such meetings, should be 
observed ; but we are desirous to notice three specific duties which the Board are 
appointed to discharge, which we consider as requiring particular attention. 

First, — By the second section, 7 Geo. IV. c. 74, it is enacted, “ That it 
“ shall and may be lawful for the grand jury of every county, county of a 
“ city, and county of a town, to make all presentments of money under this 
“ Act to such Board of Superintendence, to be by them appropriated to the 
“ several purposes for which such monies are intended ; and also, if they shall 
“ think proper so to do, to present in advance to such Board any reasonable 
“ sum or sums which such grand jury shall deem necessary for any of the 
“ purposes for which presentments are or shall be allowed by this Act ” 
&c. &c. &c. 

By this section the Board become the trustees of all monies presented ; and as it 
is most important that in all matters of account a system of decided regularity 
should be established, We have ventured to propose a form of general presentment 
to be made at each assizes, comprehending the whole range of prison expenses, 
under the different heads authorized by the Prison Act ; — viz. 

1. Provisions and medicines. 

2. Fuel, light, and straw. 

3. Clothing. 

4. Employment of poor prisoners. 

5. Salaries. 

6. Furniture and repairs. 

7. Repayments to Excise. 

1st. On Schedule B. and C. 

2d. On quarterly returns of Bridewells, D. 

3d. Reimbursements of advance for building. 

[For the particulars of this presentment see the form in our Appendix .] 

2d. By the same section the Board are appointed to be a “ Board of 

Superintendence of every gaol, bridewell, house of correction, or other 
“ prison within such county,” &c. It thus appears that the care of this Board 
is extended, amongst others, to one particular class of prisons which has, 
during a long series of years, been the disgrace of the prison system of the 
country — we allude to the smaller bridewells. A very decided reform has 
certainly taken place in the state of prisons of this class, for which we refer to 
our Report upon them, under their proper head. We should, however, 
strongly recommend to the grand juries, in the selection of members to serve 
on the Board of Superintendence, to select, as far as it may be practicable, a 
magistrate residing near to each county bridewell as one of the Board, who,’ at 
their general meetings, would be held peculiarly responsible for the state of 
such bridewell. We also recommend that one chapter of the by-laws should 
be allotted to framing regulations for those prisons, not inconsistent with the 
established rules and regulations of the court of King’s Bench, dated 1 8th 
September 1823, and renewed 4th July 182b. 

3d. By the 109th section of the Prison Act (Rules 15, 16, 17), a great 
responsibility is placed in the hands of the Board with respect to the punish- 
ments to be inflicted for offences committed within the gaol ; and it is strongly 
recommended to them to establish a record of every punishment, to be kept by 
the governor of the gaol, in a “ Punishment Book,” which book should be 
laid before them at their meetings. The following form would include all the 
information which we should consider as necessary :

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We conceive that the arguments with which the friends of an improved svstem 
prison discipline were always furnished in favour of the erection of secure gaols on 
the most approved plans, were amply sufficient to convince every impartial mind 
how short-sighted is that policy which would sacrifice an object of such importance 
to the consideration of the attendant expense. Indeed, when the advance of the 
cost from the public free from any charge of interest— when the gradual scale bv 
which counties are required to levy the instalments of that advlnce— when the 
diminution of crime consequent upon the employment of prisoners, and moral

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bridewells, of which eight are complete in accommodation and furniture, accordin 
to. law, and in most cases kept in a cleanly and creditable state ; the remaining two 
are provided for and in progress. In the county of Limerick there are six bride- 
wells, five of which have been new built, and provision is made for the sixth. I n 
Waterford, Wexford, Kerry and Clare, and other counties, the grand jury have 
taken the necessary measures to secure an equally satisfactory arrangement. In 
the prisons of Galway improvement is in a comparatively backward state; it is 
however, hoped that presentments may be made at the next assizes for building 
a sufficient gaol at Loughrea and Tuam. The other small prisons of the county 
though inferior to those of other counties, afford sufficient accommodation for 
prisoners confined for a few nights. In the northern district the necessary mea- 
sures have been taken in the county of Roscommon, Louth, Sligo and other coun- 
ttes ; but the south being the principal seat of prisons of this class, we have taken 
our example from that district. 

The system of quarterly returns continues to be very satisfactory, as affording not 
only a view of the expenditure incurred for providing food, furniture and necessaries 
to the pauper prisoners, but as exhibiting every three months the history of every 
committal made throughout Ireland within the period, including the name of the 
magistrate, the crime, period of imprisonment, discharge and manner in which 
each case has been disposed of ; thus not only securing to the prisoners their just 
rights, but operating as a check upon any irregularity with respect to the length of 
imprisonment, or other matter connected with the regulations of the Prison Act 
respecting such places of confinement. 



In estimating the expense of these bridewells, grand juries are to consider that 
every day’s provision paid for in prisons of this class is saved in the county gaol, 
nay, that m cases of discharge prior to transmission, the whole cost of transmis- 
sion is saved to the public by the temporary prison. In order to show the actual 
expense of the bridewells, we have calculated the amount of the quarterly re- 
turns ot each county for the last year, and shown the whole at one view in our 
Appendix. 



Having found so much misunderstanding of the law respecting the smaller bride- 
wells and so general an opinion prevailing, even amongst some of the magistracy 
that the lower class ot prisons (called frequently by the name of lock-up houses 
a name not recognized by the law) are, without 'legal accommodation, sufficiently 
good for the confinement of prisoners for a few hours, we think it right to set the 
public right upon this subject by stating that the Prison Act embraces every descrip- 
tion of prison, and no pnson is a legal place of confinement which is not recog- 
nized therein ; there is no latitude given in case of short periods of imprisonment, 
it only for one hour, and the accommodation required in the lowest class of public 
prison, is thus described in that Act, “ that every prison, of what nature or kind 
‘ soev f * e sa , me H consist of at least two parts, one for males and 
one for females and that to each of the said parts there shall be annexed and 
‘ “™ n g ® y. ard °* sufficient dimensions to enable the prisoners to have the benefit 
‘ ot " esh air » ex ereise therein ; and that in every such prison there shall be 
‘ a common hall for males and another for females.” 



This is the lowest scale of accommodation which can be permitted; in addition 
to which is to be considered the system of discipline, which must be carried on in 
obedience to the regulations of His Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench (see our Appen- 
dix Report of 1824), which are posted in every bridewell; and when (from autho- 
rities so high, the act of the legislature and the orders of the Court of King’s Bench) 
the true nature of every the lowest place of confinement is thus shown it must 
appear evident to grand juries, sheriffs or other authorities, in whose hands the 
discipline of prisons or appointment of officers is placed, of what importance it is to 
provide for an efficient discharge of the public duties connected with such establish- 
ments : but this part of the subject we shall consider under the head of “ Officers.” 
W e cannot, however conclude this chapter without bearing testimony again to the 
continued general zeal and attention manifested by the parochial clergy, on whom 
the law has imposed the duty of local inspectors without any salary or advantage 
whatsoever ; a disinterested and benevolent zeal which has increased with the in- 
crease of duty necessarily attendant upon an improved system, and peculiarly so

The district asylum at Armagh had opened prior to on! last Heport, mi m 
every respect continues to afford an encouraging example of th f ya ^ a “ e 
tion of public charity.

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which the Lord Lieutenant is empowered to make any alteration that shall seem 
necessary in the districts allotted to each asylum of this class ; and under the 
provisions of that Act a general distribution of the province of Ulster has been 
made. 1 he counties of Donegal and Londonderry have been withdrawn from the 
asylum at Armagh, and the county of Cavan has been added thereto. His Ex- 
cellency has also been pleased to approve the following arrangement with respect 
to the remaining counties, at the recommendation of the Commissioners of General 
Control, lhe asylums of the proviuce are allotted as follows, by which the popu- 
lation is divided into nearly three equal parts : 

Asylum at Armagh for 1 oo patients. Counties of Armagh, Monaghan, Fer- 
managh and Cavan. 

Asylum at Londonderry for 100 pa- Londonderry, Donegal and Tyrone. 

Asylum at Belfast for 100 patients. Antrim and Down. 

No district asylums have been established in the provinces of Leinster or Con- 
naught. In the city of Limerick an asylum for 150 patients has been completed 
and will be opened before this Report can be laid before Parliament. The house 
is completely furnished and the governor appointed, from whose experience in an 
institution so conducted as the asylum in the House of Industry in Dublin, much 
advantage may be expected. This asylum is to comprehend the counties of Li- 
merick, Kerry and Clare. The work is well executed ; the regulations established 
at Armagh are to be adopted for the government and interior discipline of the 
establishment, and every thing appeared well prepared for opening the asylum and 
reception of patients. 



OFFICERS OF GAOLS. 

THE officers of gaols may be divided into two classes : those who, in their several 
stations, are wholly connected with the religion, the education, and moral govern- 
ment of the prisoners, who are all in the appointment of the grand jury ; and those 
who a re charged with the safe custody of the prisoners, the distribution of the supplies, 
and cleanliness and order of the prison, and whose appointment is in the hands of 
the high sheriff While the office of governor of a gaol should be considered as 
partaking ol both characters : as governor of the house of correction, whether so 
implied, or actually appointed by the grand jury under a presentment made in pur- 
suance of the 89th section of the Prison Act, he is at the head of the moral govern- 
ment of the prison : as sheriff’s gaoler, he is responsible for safe custody of the 
prisoners. And how far the class of persons now filling the situation of governors 
ot the gaols (and the gross value of whose situation cannot be estimated lower than 

a § r ?r al Sca ^ ^ r0m 200 /‘ t0 "oo/. per annum) are suited to the office which 
they hold, is a point upon which we have found no difference of opinion. Some late 
appointments are raising the character of this office to the level which it ounht in 
reason to hnd, and must ultimately attain. 

The superior officer attached to each county gaol is the local inspector ; an officer 
peculiar to this country, but the appointment of whom (whatever mav ultimately 
be considered as the best constitution for the government of such an establishment) 
w-e have heretofore found to be the only compensation for the defects of other 
officers. It has always been our opinion, repeated in the Report of every year, that 
a system so complicated, so much connected with the improvement and moral habits 
of the people, can with safety only be intrusted to persons of education. We have 
always declared that the general qualification of the resident officers is deficient, and 
that we have owed to the superintendence of an occasional visiting officer the improve- 
ment which has certainly taken place in our gaols. In the local inspector (with a very 
fevv exceptions) we have found all those qualities which have enabled them to 
uphold the authority placed in their hands, and (as required by the 65th section) 
to see “the provisions of the Prison Act carried into effect;” and why? because 
these officers are persons, generally speaking, selected from that rank in society in 
which alone such qualifications are to be found. They are consequently able to 
support the authority, and to discharge the most important duties which properly 
belong to the governor of a gaol. The local inspector is in fact, generally speaking, 
the moral governor of each prison. J r 0

Smithfield Penitentiary. 

THIS prison continues, according to the distribution made by proclamation, the place 
of confinement for boys under the age of fourteen years, and for females sentenced to 
terms of imprisonment for less than six months duration— of the former class there are at 
present eighty-four. The system of weaving has been abandoned since the report ot e 
last year, and the Penitentiary does not present so apparently busy a scene as when t e 
47 i. C4 looms 
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looms were at work. It was, however, found impossible in the late dead season for man., 
factures to procure work for the weavers. The boys are now employed princinallv 
picking wool for the cloth manufacturers; cleaning and whitewashing, & c . ; and tt 
department of the school is, in consequence of this change of work, much more closolf 
attended to. This part of the system I inspected with considerably increased pleasurJ 
and having examined some of the classes, I found their progress in reading and writing 
ray satisfactory. The general deportment of the boys is much improved, and the 2 
defect which I can now point out is, that the schools have not availed themselves of thoJ 
advantages which modern improvement in the system of the education of the poor so 
decidedly afford. I have communicated with the model school upon the subject with th* 
consent of the local inspector, and it is intended to introduce the mechanical part of th P 
system of that admirable institution. The moral effect, which cannot but be produced 
by a constant routine of discipline and form, the practical efficiency communicated bv 
the system of instruction by monitors, and the progress secured by the classification of 
the scholars, cannot fail to produce a most beneficial change in the character of the verv 
young class of offenders confined in this Penitentiary— and it may be hoped, to lessen the 
number of re-committals. 

On the female side, the women were principally employed in making hammocks. The 
total number confined are 57. I was pleased to find a very important improvement since 
our visit of the last year, 111 the establishment of a well-appointed laundry: this laundry 
is intended to extend to the washing, not only of the Penitentiary but of the other prisons 
within the city ; it is appointed with every requisite that can give effect to the plan 
drying-house, &c. &c. and is likely both to give employment to the women, which will

Bichmond Brideiuell. 

THIS prison has proceeded gradually advancing from year to year, since our first 
appointment to the duty of inspecting the gaols. The order and cleanliness of the prison 
are certainly improved since our favourable report of last year. The work steadily holds 
there b ""i 7 ° looms now in operation, and such other means of employment 
used as the governor finds practicable. The tread-wheel of this institution has been one 
of the few whieh, m this country, have been so conducted os in any degree to answer the 
ends for which such instruments of hard labour are erected. Within the last year a second 
hSwhiJ? e f- tabllshed - , Tbe “Jof™ of supplying water by means of the labour of the 
tread-wheel, has been completed by the erection of a large reservoir, and the application 
of the power of the new wheel to the grinding of corn is decided on, and thework in 
progress. In the report ot last year it was stated, that the establishment of a bakery was 
in contemplation, and designed to supply bread to all the prisons of the metropolis, and 
we are happy to report that this work !s completed so far as respects the supply of the 
Richmond Bridewell, and will soon be extended to the other gaols. This judicious plan

prison will always induce debtors to endeavour to avoid removal to the Marshalsea, in 
which they ought to be confined. 

Four Courts Marshalsea. 

THE Act of the last session, c. 74, has made a very important alteration in the P nnc *Pj® 
upon which this marshalsea is regulated. The rents have been very considerably reduced, 
and no longer form any part of the income of the marshal, to whom a fixed salary is 
allotted in fie u of all other sources of emolument. Thus are the prisoners accommodated 
at a comparatively small expense, all sources of jealousy removed, and the marshal 
from thoL distressing but unreasonable appeals to his humanity to which he was before 
siihiect and from which he suffered material loss. 

The reduced rents are now paid to the local inspector and brought to the pubk ^credit 
and a fund thus created to balance the expense incurred by the increased salary to the 

^/classification is now completed, so far as the limits of the building will admit. 

The present state of the marshalsea, is as follows _ ... 

1st Class.— Forty gentlemen and respectable persons paying rent for their accommo- 
dation, for whom 35 rooms are available, viz. 9 double rooms and 26 single 
rooms. This would, upon an average calculation of the numbers and rank ot 
the inmates, accommodate about 50 with sufficient room. The prison is now 
very thin, but occasionally three or four persons are placed in the double room, 
ad Class.— Twenty-three common hall prisoners. iffl • . 

3 d Class.— Twenty paupers, to whom 5 rooms are available, and afford sufficient 
accommodation. 

4 th Class.— Four respectable females, to whom 1 room is allotted. 

5th Class. — Four pauper females, to whom 1 room is allotted. 

The female classes are very ill accommodated with respect to a yard, having no other 
than that belonirino- to the common-hall class of men. 

On the whole® it is evident that sufficient accommodation does not exist, and that until 
an addition shall be made upon an extended site, the prison must labour under serious 
difficulties with respect to the comfort of the debtors and the means of S» od 
A great change for the better we conceive, however, has taken place within the last year. 

City Marshalsea. 

THIS prison remains in the same miserable state as when last reported upon. W e are 
however happy to find, that by the exertion, of a benevolent individual, a great 
of the poor debtors have been lately released, and the prison was not crowded. It is kept 
in a most filthy state. The tap is nominally abolished, bnt there is reason to suspect that

of the poorer class, through the medium of the charitable fund, there is not at this moment 
any complaint on this head. But it is impossible that this prison should continue to rece ve 
thi mass of miserable paupers who crowd the common-hall, without supplying food accord- 
ing to law. The grand jury have no power to present for this purpose the supplies 
upon the funds of the corporation by the 139th section of the present Act and ‘ 18 
to be wished, that application should be made to the court under process, rom 
poor debtor is detained, to order that provision should be made for is suppor u 
the 83d section.

The necessary arrangements have been made to render the accommodation of the gaol 
conformable to the 6th sect, of the Act, and provision is made for the necessary furniture 
and supplies. 

Grange Gorman and St. Donore Manor Prisons. 

THESE prisons are abolished from the 1st of January 1827, by the 96th sect, of the 
Act of last session, c. 74. 



Richmond Lunatic Asylum. 



THIS institution has had an important addition to the number of governors, made within 
the last year, which will enable the Board with less inconvenience to afford the necessary 
attendance. 

The work in the sewers, which has been noticed in last year’s Report, is not yet completed, 
the building is finished but the plumbers work not yet executed ; it appears however, that 
it is in forward preparation and the pipes can soon be laid. 

The number of incurables for which the House of Industry does not afford accommoda- 
tion, still much close up the door of usefulness which this asylum is intended to afford. 
The present number of incurables is 119.

The proximity of this asylum to another for more than equal numbers, and with very 
inferior accommodation, naturally leads to a comparison which certainly is not favourable 
to the Richmond Lunatic Asylum ; and we do consider that the asylum in the House of 
Industry affords an unquestionable proof that the system may be carried on in a very 
superior manner. It is impossible to give the most transient glance at the two neighbour- 
ing lunatic establishments without forming this opinion, and we trust that the observations 
may lead to increased attention on the part of the officers of this asylum. 

The moral governor pointed out some intended alterations which would increase his 
accommodation, viz. the converting the condemned water-closets into cells, and we submit 
it to the consideration of the governors whether much advantage would not in many ways 
arise from the establishment of an infirmary for males and females ; it would afford much 
needed additional room, facilitate the medical arrangements, and at a much less expense of 
labour, give more effectual attendance of nurses upon those under medical treatment. The 
undivided attention of a nurse chosen for that purpose upon the sick, would both add further 
comfort and diminish the trouble which arises from the attendance on patients scattered 
through the wards. 

Lunatic Department, House of Industry , 

Male Lunatic wards : 

There are in this department six wards, containing 150 beds, occupied by 148 patients to 
each, of whom a separate bed is allotted. Two common yards and a day-room lately en- 
larged are appropriated to this class, together with five cells lately erected by order of 
government for refractory cases. 36 patients are usefully employed in cultivating the 
garden, washing potatoes, carrying coals, 8tc. At this period there are none under restraint ;

The system continues to be admirably conducted, the treatment of the patients humane 
and kind, and the establishment in a most creditable state of cleanliness and order. 



St. Patrick’s Hospital. 

For lunatics and idiots, founded by Dr. Jonathan Swift, dean of St. Patricks. 

THE governors, incorporated by charter, are composed of many of the highest official 
characters for the time being, with some members elected. 

Under such guardianship the interests of the institution are certain of being well attended 
to. The patients are accommodated with good apartments, and with yards for air and 
exercise. The present governor Mr. Campbell is an officer well qualified for his situation. 

Hulk Essex at Kingstown. 

THE objects of government have been fully answered by the establishment of a second 
hulk, for receiving convicts in Ireland preparatory to embarkation for Botany Bay. The 
gaol have been relieved of this class of prisoners immediately after each assizes, which not 
only provides room for more classification and discipline, but has a salutary effect on 
criminals in general, from seeing the sentence of the law immediately executed. 

A superintendent has been lately appointed to the hulk at Kingstown, and all the arrange- 
ments and regulations for cleanliness and order are well adapted for the purpose. The 
system laid down is very creditable to Dr. Trevor the inspector, and all the working 
officers of the ship ; the books and accounts are regularly kept ; and the embarkations are 
effected with that order and regularity that becomes a public establishment. 

The sick are properly attended to, and all the prisoners fed and clothed as the law 
requires. 

Employment for the convicts while on board is indeed difficult to procure, however 
desirable, but no hulk system can be said to be complete without it ; I trust the opportunity 
will yet occur to enable his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to employ the prisoners on 
shore daily at some government works as practised in England. 

I would submit that permanent schoolmasters should be employed to attend at each of 
the hulks as some substitute for other employment, which I have no doubt would prove 
useful in every point of view.

A large profit is brought to the credit of the county by breaking stones, exclusive of 
the prison dresses manufactured and made up in the prison, so that not only the food is 
but trifling, if any expense, but each prisoner who conducts himself well receives the one- 
third of his earnings. 

The result arising from such a system is that there are but few re-committals- The in- 
dustrious are encouraged to earn their bread peaceably on leaving the prison, and the 
incorrigible vagrant is punished, so that the gaol becomes odious to him. 

The female department is admirably well conducted under an efficient matron ; school 
instruction and work are constantly going on, cleanliness and order marking every branch 
of the establishment. 

A good male school is carried on daily for one hour, and the accounts and gaol books 
are regularly kept. 

The prison was originally of an inferior construction, and badly executed, and there are 
not sufficient cells, there being only 36 for an average of at least 60 prisoners ; more yards 
and day-rooms would also be desirable to have some classification, but these defects are 
considerably compensated for in a house of correction by constant employment and hard 
labour. A well contrived addition to this gaol, would I apprehend, prove in the end an 
economical work to the county. 

An additional turnkey or two will be required on the sentinels being withdrawn.

IN again reporting on the county of Armagh gaol, it becomes necessary to repeat the 
statements made by Major Woodward and me the last four years, viz. that the bad con- 
struction and deficiency of accommodation precludes all hope of further improvement, 
and that it is impossible to realize all the good effects of prison discipline as long as these 
defects exist ; experience has proved that in any prison where classification of crime, hard 
labour, employment for all prisoners, with an efficient school for moral and religious in- 
struction are in force, crime has been lessened, and some degree of moral reformation has 
been effected ; but how can the county gaol for such results where not one of these things 
can be enforced on account of the following requisites, which the law provides for : 

1st. An increase of at least 50 single cells, there being now only 27 large ones, 
where prisoners are necessarily assembled together to spend the night in 
sociality, instead of reflection. 

2d. An additional number of yards and day-rooms, not only for classification, but 
to give a facility for general employment, which is now necessarily partial, 
ana only provided for in the surrounding passage for a few under the eye 
of the sentinel. 

3d. A tread-mill should be erected, which has proved in other gaols in England 
and Ireland an influential punishment for those sentenced to hard labour. 

4th. A schoolmaster should be appointed, whose sole duty should be to instruct 
the classes alternately. 

5th. The prisoners food should be served to them in their separate classes, and 
no intercourse should be allowed between different classes, either at meals, 
work, schooling, or in dormitory. 

It is right I should here state, that the defects of the prison system are not to be attri- 
buted to the officers, who are zealous and intelligent and all anxious to he provided with 
the means of establishing a legal arrangement. To the local inspector the county is in- 
debted for the order and discipline that prevails, and were the means provided, I doubt not 
but the Armagh county gaol would be an example to others.

APPENDIX TO FIFTH REPORT OF INSPECTORS GENERAL 



North therefore be unjust to enter into a detail of the prison discipline and management as beincr 
District, that which will ultimately be pursued when the accommodation shall amply provide for 
v ' classification, industry and hard labour by the tread-mill for the unruly and hardened va- 
grant. The system of interior economy, regularity of meals, and general cleanliness is much 
improved since my former inspections of this gaol, and the female department as well as 
the male school are conducted under qualified officers with obvious usefulness and order • 
but these benefits are considerably diminished by the crowded state of the gaol, and the' 
consequent necessity for all the females being together, tried and untried, felons and petty 
offenders : under these circumstances my inspection cannot render much aid to the officers 
however, it is gratifying to be able to report that there is obviously an increased zeal in the" 
resident officers, and the change that has taken place will ultimately tend to produce a sound 
system in all the departments. The local inspector continues to give his anxious care and 
attention to the establishment, and if supported by a qualified governor and efficient turn- 
keys, Cavan gaol will become a terror to the depraved, and a moral school for the young 
offender. 

Gaol discipline consists chiefly of minute classification, constant employment for every 
prisoner, and moral instruction through the medium of the school and the officersof the gaol ; 
should these be neglected, no rules or system of regularity in other matters will supply the 
defect. I submit these means for the consideration of the Board of Superintendence, when 
the new gaol shall be occupied, as without their support and control, my reports will not 
produce any good effect, and the zeal of the best officers would fall off ; the merit of the 
English gaols is to be attributed to the constant superintending control of the magis- 
tracy. 

Additional work by breaking stones should be provided for all the classes, and the 
expense would be amply repaid in lessening crime. 

The gate turnkey, who is a valuable officer, could be more advantageously employed us 
an assistant to the governor in the interior of the prison, and an additional turnkey at 
least will be required when the sentinels are withdrawn — a measure which will finally 
benefit discipline in every gaol, by enforcing that strict and watchful care over the prisoners 
by governors and their assistants, which has hitherto been so little acted upon ; the two 
inside turnkeys are by no means qualified for their office, all such officers should be chosen 
from a class of men calculated to assist in the moral government of the prisoners, and to 
control by their habits and demeanour the conduct of those placed under their care. 

The lunatics and idiots are separated from the rest of the prisoners, and are kindly 
treated and carefully attended to. 

I inspected the new buildings, which will greatly forward the means of classification and 
inspection ; the windows of the day-rooms should be lower, as I fear the room will other- 
wise be very dark, and there appears a settlement and large crack in the boundary wall, 
which would require the inspection of the Commissioners.

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North THE new gaol for this county is so nearly finished that it becomes unnecessary to revert 
District. to the deficiencies of the old one which at present is so 'crowded, that were it otherwise pru- 
v ' dent it would be impracticable to take any measures to provide classification or better accom- 
modation ; there are 173 prisoners and only 18 cells, and a few sleeping rooms to contain 
them. It is highly creditable to the local inspector and the governor that there is so much 
cleanliness and order amongst the prisoners, crowded as they are, 5 at least sleeping in one 
cell, and 40 occupying one small day-room during the day. 

I have only to submit to the grand jury that employment might even under present 
circumstances be procured by breaking stones in all the yards, which would tend to pre- 
vent the sad effects of idleness, and make the gaol a house of correction to the vagrant, 
and less a school of vice to such as are not yet become entirely depraved ; for such 
purposes it would in the end prove economy to expend a small sum. 

The tread-mill is not used at present on account of the magistrates at sessions not 
sentencing to hard labour. 

The females are attended to as far as their crowded state will admit of by a qualified 
matron, and have constant employment at spinning, and there is an excellent school 
established for the male prisoners. 

Two additional turnkeys should be provided for on the removal of the sentinels, and 
I have no doubt the measure will tend to produce better discipline in every gaol. 

There is a general cooking-kitchen worked by steam, and the county are indebted to 
Mr. Rowan, the local inspector, for the zeal and intelligence he has displayed in all the in- 
terior management. 

It would be very desirable to make the windows of the day-rooms in the new gaol much 
lower, as they will be very dark, and it will eventually have to be done.

THIS place of confinement is kept cleaner and in better order than formerly ; it consists 
of two day-rooms and four large bed-rooms, and two yards ; at a small expense it could be 
used as a district bridewell, under g2d clause of the Prison Act, and on account of the dis- 
tance from the county gaol, and the great population of the town of Newry, it would be a 
most judicious arrangement for the county, and save the expense of the numerous transmis- 
sions to Downpatrick. The yards require to be gravelled. 

The officiating clergyman kindly attends to the bridewell, and the keeper is a correct and 
attentive officer ; the pauper prisoners are fed, and provided with the legal furniture, &c. 

The dark cells hitherto used at Hillsboro and Newtownards are not now occupied by 
prisoners, but being sessions towns the gist clause of the Prison Act makes it imperative 
to erect legal bridewells in them. 



Downpatrick Lunatic Asylum. 

I inspected this private house for keeping respectable lunatics who pay for the accom- 
modation. There were 1 7 persons confined, and there does not appear to exist any abuse 
or unnecessary restraint.

The county of Fermanagh gaol at Enniskillen is gradually improving in its internal 
discipline ; since my former inspection a tread-mill has been presented for by the grand 
jury, and a general steam kitchen is building. The latter will produce a considerable 
saving in the diet and fuel, and enable the governor to enforce cleanliness in the day-rooms, 
which is difficult when each class dress their food in them. The tread-mill can alone 
provide hard labour such as can make a prison a place of punishment to those whose 
sentence demands it ; crime has invariably decreased where the tread-mill has been in full 
operation, and without such a means of correction it is worse than useless to sentence to 
hard labour.

It is however 
unnecessary to state more than the fact, as the county Kildare grand jury have at once 
(when convinced of the legality and propriety of the measure) presented money for 
building appropriate buildings at Athy and Naas, and the former is in a <neat state of for- 
wardness ; till this is finished no improvement whatever can be made in tKe old gaol .

THIS gaol continues to-maintain its character for a good practical system of interior eco- 
nomy and management, notwithstanding its defects in the original construction as to plan 
tor inspection and classification. To the interest taken in the prison by the county and 
board of superintendence is to be attributed all the good effects, and in proportion to 
the attendance and inspection of the board, will be the zeal and efficiency of the officers 
It proves an encouragement to the qualified officers not to relax in their exertions and 
makes the negligent officer more careful; whatever advantages the English gaols possess 
over the Irish, can be accounted for by the constant attention paid to them by the magis- 

There are not sufficient cells for the average number of prisoners, there being but <u 
cells, and generally 90 persons confined. This is a great bar to useful classification and I 
would submit for consideration the necessity of adding at least 30 cells to the gaol accom- 
modation. 0 

The want of general employment is also a serious defect in this prison— idleness invari- 
ably produces immoral habits, and leaves no hope of moral improvement to the individual 
from gaol discipline. It is quite practicable to employ every person fed by the county in 
Dundalk gaol, at breaking stones, and I have suggested it to the Board of Superintendence 
as absolutely necessary. Two classes are only now employed. 

A tread-mill should be erected for hard labour for incorrigible vagrants, to whom stone 
breaking would be no punishment or disgrace. 

The female class is attended to under a qualified matron, but there is not sufficient room 
to classify them, or the debtors, as the law requires. 

An efficient school has been established for the male prisoners, and the results are very 
satisfactory ; and, with the exception of want of full employment, all the arrangements and

SINCE last inspection by Major Woodward this prison has undergone a complete reform 
a governor has been appointed by the county, who appears to me qualified in every respect 
to correct the errors which have hitherto existed to so great a degree in all the interior 
management; disorder and discontent amongst the prisoners has already given way, and 
I doubt not (from the zeal and exertions) but a sound system will be soon established, cre- 
ditable to the governor and satisfactory to the county.

The accommodation this gaol affords consists of 6 yards, 16 day and work-rooms, 52 
cells, 6 debtors rooms, with an infirmary and chapel.

THIS new gaol has progressively improved since my first inspection, and considering the 
universal slow progress in adopting a new system, arising from various causes, I have every 
reason to be gratified at the present appearance, and future prospects of a sound moral 
discipline being established. The officers are intelligent and zealous, and the Board of 
Superintendence, viewing the importancejof their office in its true light, spare no pains to 
consider and adopt such measures as are calculated to produce order and reformation in 
the prison. The number of re-committals the last year being only 2, is a strong proof of 
the alteration in discipline, and the general regularity and cleanliness gives at once the 
idea of a well-ordered establishment. 

The great objects of gaol discipline, viz. classification, hard labour for the vicious and 
depraved criminal, employment for all other classes, including a small profit to encourage 
industry, with school instruction, are all attended to, and when the stone breaking shall be 
in full operation, which is to be looked for from the anxiety the Board of Superintendence 
feel about it, I shall consider the County Leitrim Gaol as one of the best managed prisons 
in Ireland. 

Much praise is due to the exertions of the local inspector, the Reverend Mr. Percy, as 
well as to the governor for his readiness to adopt measures for the security of the gaol on 
the sentinels being withdrawn, without reference to his own increase of trouble, thereby 
admitting they were not only useless, but injurious where qualified officers supplied their 
place. 

There is a tread-mill, and the female department is well attended to under the care of a 
qualified matron, but whose salary is only 15/. being one half of the usual allowance. 

The accommodation afforded consists of an infirmary, chapel, 13 yards, 14 day-rooms, 
and 96 cells.

THIS place of confinement has now the legal accommodation for a second class bride- 
well, but can only be used for a few days prior to transmission to the county gaol, as there 
are only two cells for males, and one room for females. It is a populous town and 30 miles 
from the county gaol, and it would be very desirable a sufficient bridewell should be built 
in such sessions towns. 



Coleraine Bridewell. 

THIS was a manor court prison, and has been abolished under the Prison Act, for want 
of legal accommodation ; it is used also by the county for sessions prisoners, but of course 
is equally illegal for that purpose, and will necessarily be abolished under the 90th clause 
of the Act, 7 Geo. IV. c. 74, which also makes it imperative to build bridewells in sessions 
towns. It consists of only two small rooms, very insecure, and the prisoners can converse 
with persons in the streets from the windows. 

Newton Limavady Bridewell. 

A very small bridew-ell has been erected here, answering the purposes of temporary 
confinement, as it is within ten miles of the county gaol. 

The law is complied with, and the prison is visited by the officiating clergyman ; how- 
ever, an addition would be desirable in a large sessions town. 

Derry Lunatic Asylum. 

A provision is made in the county infirmary for a few lunatics and idiots, and they are 
attended to, fed and clothed, but as a district asylum is decided on and contracted for, it 
is unnecessary to ask for superior accommodation for this benevolent institution.

THIS new gaol lias been occupied for two years, and has arrived at a highly creditable 
state of discipline and cleanliness. The Board of Superintendence continues to give their 
attention and time to the establishment, and the result has been order, economy, and pro- 
gressive improvement, which alone can arise from the local authorities taking a zealous in- 
terest in their gaols. The best officers can effect but little without this support. It is my 
duty to report that the officers of this gaol are attentive and well qualified. To the local 
inspector I feel indebted for the introduction of a sound practical system of discipline, which 
he continues to superintend assisted by an efficient governor. 

The legal classification is fully provided for, and there is a good tread-mill for hard labour, 
which is attached to a pump to supply the gaol. 

An efficient schoolmaster has been appointed, whose' exertions has been found useful in 
every class. 

A qualified matron has been appointed, and the female department are employed at spin- 
ning alternately with school instruction. 

The only existing evil is the want of general employment for all prisoners, which is the 
greatest want in all prisons. It is a serious consideration, as without work the highest state 
of discipline and order can give but little hopes of reformation ; idleness brings with it an 
incalculable train of mischief, and makes confinement rather a state of social intercourse 
than one of degradation and punishment; I have again submitted to the Board of Super- 
intendence a plan for breaking stones for the streets and roads, and I trust it will receive 
their earliest attention. 

There is a well arranged steam kitchen, well worthy of example to other gaols; the store 
requires to be roofed in, and the windows which overlook the high road should be slopped 
up, and a large supply of prison dresses should be procured.

THE character the county Roscommon gaol had established on my first inspection in 
1823, led me to expect it would have before this period become a good model for prison 
discipline in all its departments ; I have been in this respect greatly disappointed, as the 
male prisoners have no employment whatsoever, a circumstance which not only precludes 
any hope of reformation, but has a direct tendency to encourage all the evil habits which the 
free intercourse of the worst class of society is calculated to produce. I cannot but consider 
a prison without employment for its inmates as little better than a school for vice, which can 
only be partially restrained by any other attempts to produce order and improvement ; in 
other respects this gaol remains in the same state as it has been for three years. The le°-al 
classification is attended to, except on the female side, the rooms and cells are clean, and a 
considerable degree of order prevails ; but the zeal which aims at improvement and' which 
only can ensure it, is not observable, and some of the evils constantly reported on still 
exist, viz. — 

1st. No work for the male prisoners, which could he provided for by breaking 
stones for the roads. 

2d. No public kitchen ; this could be effected by placing two boilers in the store- 
room, which would prove economy in fuel, and create cleanliness and regu- 
larity. 6 

3d. No prison dresses for males or females. 

4th. Complaints are made of the food and milk being often of inferior quality, and 
it is issued at irregular hours. 

5th. The vegetable garden in rear of the gaol should be removed, as no private 
property should be found within the prison walls. 

6th. The females should be classed as the law requires, separating the tried and 
untried. 

7tb. The tread-mill is out of order. 

8th. The medicines are contracted for, the possible evils of which is obvious. 

9th. An additional well-chosen turnkey will be required when the sentinels are 
removed. 

The male and female schools are conducted with benefit to the prisoners, and the matron 
assisted by her daughter has taken great pains to regulate this class, but much benefit is 
prevented by the want of room for classification. 

It would be unjust if I did not remark that the errors in this gaol does not depend upon 
the officers, any one of whom, I have reason to think, would zealously ohey the orders they 
received, and promote the wishes of the board and the grand jury, who alone can give direc- 
tions to remedy the evils I have detailed. I would particularly submit for the consideration 
of the grand jury the necessity of providing permanent employment by breaking stones, 
which may be done by giving a contract to the board at the assizes, or presenting a sum 
for the purpose, and being repaid by the sale of them, should any loss occur at first, it 
would in the end be an economical expenditure, as many vagrants who are now careless of 
confinement would avoid imprisonment where they found it was accompanied by hard 
labour instead of idleness. 

I would also submit the appointment of a Board of Superintendence, whose residence 
would enable them to attend regularly, as in every instance I have found the zeal of the 

officers

From the zeal and efficiency of the local inspector, aided by the present qualified and" 
intelligent governor, I have no doubt that the new gaol will exhibit a sound and practical 
system of discipline, wherein classification, employment, school instruction, hard labour 
and industry will raise a just trial of their effects, and the certain results will appear in the 
reduction of crime within the county, the moral improvement of the inmates, and that 
proper dread of punishment following crime amongst the inhabitants of the county of 
Tyrone, which has hitherto had so little existence in the I risk prisons. J 

The cooking kitchen is admirably adapted for its purpose, and preparation is making for 
employing every prisoner at stone breaking. 0 

The old prison is kept very clean, and an excellent school has been established. 

The following matters are submitted to the grand jury to be provided for at the approach- 
ing assizes. 

1st. A wall should be built in front of the old gaol to enclose a yard for security, 
as well as to provide a place to work the pump by the prisoners out of the 
view of the public. 

2d. A tread-mill should be presented for, which will be used to raise water for 
the gaol. 

3d. A matron should be appointed. 

4th. Iron bedsteads should be ordered for the new cells. 

5th. One additional turnkey should be appointed on the removal of the sentinels, 
and I would submit for favourable consideration an additional salary to’ 
the governor, whose emoluments are not equal to other officers in his 
situation.

The new gaol, now in a forward state, provides the only excuse which can be given for the 
numerous dlfects, want of accommodation, and discipline in i the old one. It is unnecessary 
to enlarge on the various existing evils, as the county have felt them and provided the only 
remedv lam only surprised at observing so much order in the present crowded and un- 
classified state of the old gaol, which I must in justice attribute to the seal, intelligence, and 
activity of the Governor, ind the support he renders to the local inspector, who is a highly 
“ lifted and attentive public officer ; his salary is interior to many others in Ireland 
q The new infirmary should be occupied as soon as possible, as the surgeon has at present 
no place but the crowded cells, in cases of fever or disease. The absence of epidemic and 
sickness can only be attributed to his skill, care, and ze. bus attention to h,s duty. 

There is a schoolmaster, but there is but one small day-room for the entire prison, in 
which he endeavours to give instruction ; the allowance to him of 5 LU get stationery has 
an evil tendency ; the local inspector should expend this money for the grand jury.

I N reporting again upon the gaol of the county of Carlow, it is not my intention to re- 
commend any important additions to be undertaken at the present time, when all works 
not absolutely necessary are very properly suspended ; at the same time, it is necessary in 
the commencement of my Report to premise, that many extensive works are going forward 
for the better giving effect to the provisions of the Prison Act in gaols in which they are 
less needed, and that the accommodation of this prison is so deficient, that an addition must 
ultimately be looked for. 

The average number of prisoners, exclusive of debtors, within the last year, has been 42 — 
the greatest number 78. And to accommodate these prisoners (which the Act requires to 
be divided into seven classes, see section 6) are 38 cells, none of which are calculated for 
three prisoners, and consequently the placing two men in a cell, contrary to law, is almost 
unavoidable ; four day-rooms, wholly insufficient in size, and so circumstanced as to overlook 
each other ; besides which deficiencies there is no chapel, bath or marshalsea for master 
debtors, all which evils are only to be remedied by the enlargement of the prison. 

There are no sufficient work-rooms ; the three rooms which are to spare on the upper 
floors, and which are much too small to serve as work-rooms, are appropriated to very 
proper uses, viz. the storage of messing utensils, and eating-rooms of the different classes, 
who are assembled there successively on the ringing of the breakfast and dinner bells — thus 
the day-rooms are not abused by cooking, nor littered by the utensils. The regulation also 
secures the regularity of meals and the care of the utensils, and I find that the breakfast or 
dinner of all the males does not occupy much more than half an hour. 

In respect to cleanliness and general regulation, the state of this prison is creditable to 
the officers, and the deportment of the prisoners is quiet and orderly ; the school is well at- 
tended, and the school-room well appointed. The state of the female class is much im- 
proved since the report made by Major Palmer in the last year; but there is so great a 
want of room for the proper arrangement of that class, that I have most strongly urged upon 
the Board of Superintendence the necessity of submitting a presentment to the grand jury 
for the building of a work-room in the female yard. This would effect the double purpose 
of affording an efficient work-rom (which is absolutely required in this class) and of enabling 
the matron to divide the females into two classes, the first class could then be employed 
in needle-work, spinning, &c. and the second in washing for the whole prison. Dresses are 
recommended to the board as essential for the improvement of the first class. It is gratifying 
to find, that since the last Report a committee of ladies have afforded their benevolent aid 
in the instruction of the females, from which the most beneficial results are invariably found 
to arise. 

The tread-wheel is in operation, and the system of hard labour established by the county, 
at six hours per day in winter and eight in summer. 

The work of the poor prisoners under the 104th section of the Act is a difficulty which is 
felt throughout the Kingdom, but particularly in this county, as breaking stones is the only 
work which has been proposed, and it is feared that a contract cannot be advantageously 
made with the contractors of the public roads. It is now, however, the determination of the 
Board of Superintendence to try the experiment of this species of work. It is necessary, 
in order to give it a fair trial, that the entrance to the gaol should be widened so as to admit 
carts ; and I have urged upon them the necessity of not postponing until the spring assizes 
the expenditure of the small sum of money which this alteration will require ; and which ex- 
penditure can almost be considered as coming under the 106th section of the Act, as being 
necessary to facilitate the employment which the 104th section absolutely requires ; the 
governor being by that section not only permitted but required to keep the poor prisoners 
at work, and it being found impracticable to set on foot any other description of work. 

Several points of minor importance have been recommended in detail to the Board of 
Superintendence ; one of which, viz. the painting the bedsteads of the whole gaol as soon 
as the new ones are completed. I should hope they would not think it necessary to delay

From the classification above detailed it appears that since the Report made by the 
inspector-general of the last year, the house of correction is now fully occupied, with the 
exception of one division, which the Board of Superintendence have determined to allot to 
cases of misconduct, from the other classes which may require a particular mode ot treat- 
ment. The breach in the boundary wall, reported by Major Palmer, has been repaired, 
and the tread-wheels are now in operation, and well constructed, as I ascertained that the 
regulating power is completely efficient in counteracting the diminished or accelerated 
motion which would otherwise have been occasioned by varying the number of men upon 
the wheel. The general plan and arrangements of the house of correction meet my entire 
approbation, and the effects of the discipline established therein will, I have no doubt, have 
a beneficial effect as a check to the commission of crimes throughout the county. The 
females have been entirely removed from the house of correction, and placed respectively in 
their proper classes in the general female prison, which, when the present additional works 
are completed, will consist of no less than seven separate classes. The general arrange- 
ment of the day-rooms and cells, messing, &c. are much contrived upon the model of the 
naval system, and with particular accuracy. Cots are established in the sleeping cells, and 
the tables in the day-rooms are contrived to draw up to the ceiling, so as to leave the whole 
°f the room unoccupied, except at meal hours. ,

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South With respect to the county gaol, it is not yet possible to form a Fair estimate of the plans 
District °f B° ar d> as 80 vet 7 considerable an addition is intended ; and it must be concluded 
« that the present gaol is much crowded. The cells are large, and in a considerable part of 
the prison three small beds, upon a very good construction, are placed in each cell. It j s 
intended that this arrangement should remain, and that the additional cells should be built 
on so small a scale as to admit but one bed. Thus the two classes of cells pointed out in 
the Act of the last session (section 6) will be accurately established, and the rule of in no 
instance lodging two male prisoners only, in one cell, strictly and without loss of accom- 
modation, obeyed. 

The female department is placed under a very efficient matron, with a respectable assist- 
ant. It has laboured under great disadvantages, not only in consequence of want of room 
but arising from the defective nature of the accommodation which was afforded, but which 
was not sufficiently separated from the male classes. Both these difficulties will be 
removed in the additional building now in progress, and the subdivision will extend to 
seven classes. Much improvement may then be expected under female officers who have 
done a great deal even under the disadvantages thus stated. 

The want of any system of employment in the male prison, under the 104th section of 
the Act (viz. in the class of poor prisoners), is much to be lamented, as a very general defect 
in our gaols, and the attention of the Board of Superintendence should be directed to this 
important subject. 

The school system is very peculiar in this county, and appears to succeed very well. 
Each turnkey is capable of instructing his class, and a regular school is carried on in each 
day-room. Classification is thus preserved, and from the inspection of the school books of 
each class, which are kept on a good plan and with regularity, as well as from my personal 
examination of individuals, the progress appeared to be satisfactory. 

The proposed book of rules and regulations for the gaol and house of correction have 
not yet been submitted for the approbation of the Court of King’s Bench. I have perused 
and approve of them, and I have no doubt when the gaol is finished and the rules in 
operation, that the zeal and efficiency which has always distinguished the Board of Super- 
intendence and Grand Jury of this county will render their gaol a striking example of that 
system of useful employment, instruction, comfort and discipline which the Prison Act 
prescribes.

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South of the Prison Act should be devised, which would produce substantial profit, and tend to 

District. diminish the expense of the city in supporting that expensive class. No blame can be 

v ' imputed where no suggestion is offered, but in this city where the Board of Superintendence 

must be so competent to form judicious opinions upon this most important subject, it would 
be most desirable that it should become the object of their serious consideration. The work 
books of the gaol are admirably kept, and account for the employment of every man ; and 
from a close inspection of them it appears, that although the labour is not productive, the 
men are not in general idle, and between the duties of cleaning the prison, the schools, &c. 
their time is tolerably well accounted for. 

The school is conducted with regularity, and, under the daily superintendence of Doctor 
Quarry, this branch of prison improvement may be expected to produce valuable results. 

I was very sorry to find that the supply of water, for which so much pains had been 
taken, has failed. This subject occupied the particular attention of the Board. 

On the whole, I have to express much satisfaction in my late inspection of this gaol.

City of Cork Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell now confined to its legitimate objects, the confinement for twenty-four 
hours, and also of prisoners specially detained for further examination, is fully adequate, 
in its accommodation, for these purposes. The system here established is conducive to 
the ends of justice, and to the preservation of the peace of the city. The prison is kept 
in good order and clean, and is now a respectable public establishment peculiarly neces- 
sary in this city, in which the situation of the gaol is so remote. 

Depot. 

THIS prison, with all its natural defects, is kept, as I have always found it, in a manner 
which does credit to the officers. The interior regulations and dietary are under the care 
of the superintendent of the convict department, and are established on very good and 
economical principles ; the dietary, in particular, being cheap and wholesome. The prison 
is intended as the dep6t exclusively for the female convicts under sentence of transporta- 
tion, from all the county gaols of Ireland, on their route for embarkation. It contains 
accommodation for 200, and if placed under female officers (with the exception of the 
governor), and divided into a sufficient number of classes, might become a temporary 
penitentiary of the most useful kind. 

It is still partly occupied by males, whose removal will be necessary to give effect to the 
system. 

At present the depfit is very empty, containing but 11 males and 29 females; the former 
are mostly old and infirm persons. The females are employed in making clothing for 350 
male convicts, who are shortly to embark for New South Wales. Their usual works are 
washing, knitting, mattrass-making, &c. &c. ; and attention is paid to their instruction in 
reading. 

Cork Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS very extensive establishment does great credit to the county of Cork. While the 
proportion of numbers in the district asylums established by Act of Parliament do not 
exceed the average of 25 to 30 patients to each county, this single county and county of 
a city support an asylum in which at this time there are near 300 inmates, and the number 
have much exceeded that amount. The cases now confined and belonging to other coun- 
ties are 30 in number. The establishment is supported by presentments made by the grand 
juries of the county and city, the presentments nearly in proportion to their respective 
number of patients, which are now 147 from the county, and 100 from the city of Cork. 
A very great advantage to the public arises from this asylum, which is not attained by 
those attached to districts, viz. that it is open to idiots, and to those cases of insanity which 
are not legally admissible into lunatic asylums, strictly so called, and which, are yet the 
principal nuisances which it is the object of the grand juries to provide for, and which 
form a great difficulty in the county gaols to which they are often committed. 

Since the lamented death of Doctor Halaran, whose name will always be remembered in 
this institution, the regulation of the asylum has been undertaken with great zeal by a most 
efficient and respectable committee, by whom a special and detailed report was made in 
the month of January upon the state of, and best means of conducting the institution. 
The additional buildings recommended in that report have been completed, a certain degree 
of classification provided for, and a very excellent code of by-laws established. 

The patients under restraint were very few on the day of my inspection, and the means 
of the most gentle description which the nature of each case would admit ; and the asylum 
on the whole is, so far as circumstances will permit in a cleanly and creditable state.

THIS prison is built upon the semicircular plan, and (as appears by the detailed report) 
affords the number of classes required to carry into effect the provisions of the Prison Act. 
Since my last inspection a commodious infirmary has been built, which not only provides 
for the separate classes of the sick, but leaves a space in the gaol by which the most 
desirable object has been attained of separating the female prisoners into two classes. The 
walls are now under repair, and an iron paling erecting upon them in order to afford better 
means of security preparatory to the measure of removing military sentinels from the gaols. 

The interior of this large establishment is conducted with great credit to the local in- 
spector and officers of the prison. It is, however, necessary to observe, that some decided 
alteration will be necessary in the formation of the Board of Superintendence, as by the ex- 
clusive appointment of magistrates resident at a distance from the town, the board do not 
attend ; the inconvenience of which, since the passing of the last Prison Act, is most se- 
rious. It would be necessary to appoint a sufficient number of members, residing near to 
the county town, to ensure at least the monthly attendance of a quorum. 

The only deficiency to be remarked upon in the supplies to the prisoners, is that of prison 
dresses; many of the male prisoners are in that absolute want of shoes and other articles 
of dress (which are their legal rights) that demands a supply to whatever extent the county 
may approve. With respect to the females, it is most important that a uniform and general 
system of clothing should be established. This measure is recommended on the principle 
of its decided tendency to improve the habits and morals of female prisoners. It is attended 
with a trifling expense, and I have not hesitated to order a supply under the 87th section, 
7 Geo. IV. c. 74. 

The want of employment is the point to which it is most necessary to call the immediate 
attention of the county; first to the total want of means of executing a sentence to hard 
labour, there being no tread-wheel, or any other system of hard labour. This defect ren- 
ders the 108th section of the Prison Act a nullity, and must much tend to the increase of 
crime, by depriving the criminal law of one of the best modes of punishment. Secondly, 
to the appointment of work for the pauper prisoners, under the 104th section of the Act. 
Those who are acquainted with the local circumstances of the case, are best qualified to- 
devise the best mode of employing the pauper prisoners ; but surely it is a matter of the 
greatest importance to rescue them from the state of total idleness in which they are now 
placed, which must produce effects the most injurious to the morals of the prisoners and to 
the security of the gaol, as that time which is otherwise wholly unemployed, is often occu 
pied in meditating mischief and plotting escape. 

The only additional accommodations which are suggested to the grand jury, are a steam 
kitchen and laundry. The steam apparatus for cooking can be erected in any room ; the 
experience of the plan in the northern gaols induces me to recommend it; the cost is about 
70/. and the saving which would be effected by the introduction of the mixed diet, could 
not be estimated in the gaol of Galway at less than 400 1. per annum. With respect to the 
laundry, it would only require to erect a boiler and washing troughs in the day-room of the 
second class of females, or to place a shed in their rear yard ; and the employment of this 
class in washing for the whole prison would be very desirable.

WHEN I first visited this gaol, in the year 1822 , 1 found it in a miserably defective state. 
After that period, and after the appointment of another governor, I had the satisfaction to 
find and to report that the interior management was quite reformed, and that, so far as 
the very limited accommodation could afford, the gaol was in a creditable, regular and 
cleanly state. It appears, however, by the report of Major Palmer in the last year, that 
he had formed a very different opinion ; and 1 am concerned to state that my present in- 
spection of the prison obliges me to join with him in the unfavourable view of the case 
which he took — to state that the whole system has retrograded as much as it had ad- 
vanced, and to add to Major Palmer’s report that the gaol is no longer “ kept clean,” as 
he states it to have been. 

Several attempts have now been made to better the condition of this gaol ; order and 
cleanliness had been completely accomplished, and a striking change effected. And in 
the female prison a very great improvement had been made under the care of benevolent 
ladies, who would, if proper assistance had been afforded, have doubtless followed up their 
plan, and produced the best effects. All this ground has now been lost. The Board of 
Superintendence do not attend, and the local inspector states that he is prevented from 
ordering the necessary repairs ; so that the gaol (the bedding in particular) is going to 
ruin. 

This subject calls for the serious consideration of the magistracy. They are probably 
aware that by the 100th section, 7 Geo. IV. c. 74, in the case of any county of a town 
not possessing a gaol in which it is practicable to carry into effect the provisions of the 
Act, a power is vested in the Lord Lieutenant to consolidate the prison with the gaol of 
the county at large. It is clear that the town gaol of Galway does not contain the accom- 
modation required by law (see section 6), and therefore, strictly speaking, it would be 
requisite either to enlarge the gaol, or to add it to the county gaol. The committals, how- 
ever, are few ; and so long as there appeared to be a prospect that justice would be done 
to the prisoners in affording to them the means of instruction and reformation, to which 
they are by law entitled, and which a well regulated gaol affords, it appeared reasonable 
to struggle with want of classification, and unnecessary to suggest an arrangement under 
the 100th section. But the prospect appears now to be so unpromising, that it may be ne- 
cessary to submit the case to the consideration of the judge of assize and grand juries of 
the county and town at the ensuing assizes.

THIS gaol is one in which a progressive improvement has taken place each year since we 
were under the necessity of maiking a most unfavourable report upon it in the year 1823. 
It is now in a state of cleanliness and regularity, which does credit to the board of supe- 
rintendence and to the local inspector ; the building remains however defective in point 
of room for the average number of committals, and particularly so in other particulars, 
the total want of a chapel, &,c. &c. A plan has however been now finally settled by the 
Board of Superintendence for the effectually providing for these wants, and by the time of 
our next tour, there is a probability that the building will be completed and room afforded 
for the classification which the Prison Act peremptorily requires, (section 6.) 

It is now to be hoped that as a complete reform has been accomplished in the discipline 
and order of this gaol, the Board of Superintendence will direct the same zeal and judg-

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South blishment. Since that period, however, very important improvements have taken place in 
District, all other prisons throughout Ireland. A similar improvement has been extended over the 
v ' whole of Great Britain, and of the Continent ; public attention has been drawn in an unu- 
sual degree to the subject of prison discipline, consequently new and more enlightened 
views have been opened, and any gaol which has not kept pace with this progress will be 
found to hold a much lower place than it did hold in the scale of comparison with the gene- 
ral system of the country. It has been, since the time of my second visit to Kilkenny i n 
1823, my opinion that this observation applies to the county gaol of Kilkenny, and this 
opinion is confirmed by my late inspection. 

The defects in the plan of the prison I think may be capable of correction, and to this 
point I would wish particularly to call the attention of the grand jury ; the day rooms have 
no connexion with the yards ; there is a surrounding passage between the gaol and the 
yards ; the prisoners therefore are locked up in the classes by day, except when conducted 
to the yard by their turnkey, and there is but one turnkey in this large gaol. There is 
another defect respecting the accommodation, namely, that the privies are in the corridors 
in order to have access to which it is necessary to pass by the cells. To avoid their con- 
stant access to the beds by day, it is necessary to lock up the cells, which should in all 
prisons be left open for the admission of air during the day, this is particularly necessary 
in this prison, as the cells are not as well ventilated as those in more modern buildings. 
I was desirous to see the architect on this subject, and that of the yards, but was disap- 
v pointed ; but I am of opinion that an arrangement might not be impracticable by which 
these great disadvantages might be removed. 

The solitary cells recommended by Major Palmer in his late report have been erected; 
and 1 entirely concur with my colleague in his favourable opinion of the general zeal of 
the officers, who appear to me to be most anxious to receive hints for the improvement of 
the system ; and as this aid cannot be afforded to them without entering into more detail 
than can properly become the subject of this Report, I have transmitted to the local inspec- 
tor at his desire a paper of memoranda for the immediate consideration of the board of 
superintendence ; and I trust that the matters therein respectfully submitted may meet with 
their support and with the approbation of the grand jury. 

The newly appointed matron appears to be efficient, and the system about to be adopted 
for the instruction of the female class promises much improvement.

THIS place of confinement is under the same roof with the Mendicity establishment of 
the city ; it consists of a male and female side, there being one large hall and dormitory o 
each this arrangement is ill suited to a house of correct™, the discipline of which should 
be formed on th?penite.tiary system, of whrch seclus.ou by night in a solitary cell is one 
of the most leading and essential features. From a day of labour the convicted cnmmal 
should pass with as little evil communication as possible, to a night of retirement and 
rejection, during which any good impressions received in the course of the day would be 
cultivated and nf t effaced by the society of a prison dormitory ; and no class of prisoners 
stand more in need of moral discipline than minor offenders, and vagrant women who are 

C °The food established is bread and water, for which deviation from the dietary tables ap- 
proved by the court of King's Bench I know of no legal authority. 

p The men were on the day of inspection employed at pounding hemp in a very small and 
inconvenient place at the bottom of the stairs ; they have been employed in breaking 
stones, and look to the corporation and contractors for the roads for a market for the pow- 
der pavement. It appears, however, from inspection of the books that no profit of any 
. importance from the labour of the prisoners is placed to the credit of the pubhe. 

The general appearance of the prison was clean and orderly ; on this subject however 
I pointed out some defects to the keeper.

IT is a painful duty under existing circumstances, to report upon the prison at Phillips- 
town which is certainly the worst and most neglected gaol in Ireland. L here can be but 
little use in making the observations which under ordinary circumstances would be called 
for, as the case is almost without remedy on the male side of the prison. 1 here is no 
particular ground for complaint against the officers further than has been pointed out m 
the remarks attached to the different sections of the Prison Act 1 he local inspector is 
attentive and zealous ; the governor pays attention to the cleanliness of the prison, 8tc. ; 
the dietary and bedding are supplied according to law, but there is no further attempt to 
introduce any thing like a svstem of prison discipline ; the non-attendance of the board of 
superintendence affords a strong argument in favour of the removal of the county gaol from 
its present situation, which is ni.so remote a corner of the county as to throw an almost 
insurmountable obstacle in the way of any systematic attendance on the part of the gentle- 
men of the countv, who are the natural members of that board.

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It is a gratifying consideration that the first stone is laid of a new county gaol at Tulla. 
more, on the radial plan, and which promises to afford ample accommodation for the 
prisoners of the county, and to remedy the evils which are almost unavoidable in the 
crowded state both of the present county gaol, and of the district bridewell at Parsonstown. 
I have inspected and approve both the site and plan which have received the sanction of 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant on the report of Major Palmer, by whom some valuable 
improvements on the original plan were suggested. 

The only department in the gaol at Phillipstown which appears to be capable of present 
improvement was the female prison, and as the state of the women was most deplorable, 
and as the law is imperative respecting the appointment of a matron, I have ventured to place 
in charge of that class a matron who is resident in the town, and who appears to possess the 
necessary qualifications ; the reasons which induced me to take this step and not to post- 
pone some exertion to rescue that class from their present state of disorder and depravity, 
I have entered in the visiting book ; and I trust that the salary conditionally named by me 
may receive the sanction of the grand jury. There being no attendance of the board of 
superintendence, I had not an opportunity of submitting my opinion and wishes to them. 
The females are now divided into two classes, a second day-room allotted to them, dresses 
ordered, and the necessary materials for work provided ; and there is every reason to 
hope that an important reformation will soon appear on that side of the gaol. Such 
a period must unavoidably elapse before the gaol at Tullatnore can be occupied, as it would 
be inexcusable to sacrifice to so distant a prospect of improvement as that which the new 
gaol would promise.

Parsonstown District Bridewell. 



I found this bridewell in a most crowded, and consequently irregular state; the ac- 
commodation is extremely limited for a gaol in which so many prisoners are lodged for a 
considerable length of time, and therefore every care ought to be taken not to detain therein 
persons who by the Prison Act are not the legitimate inmates of a district bridewell; of 
these, debtors are expressly excluded by the g2d section of the Act, as are also persons 
whose term of imprisonment shall exceed four months. If all persons of these two classes 
were now removed to the county gaol, it would make a deduction of about 25 from the 
number of 56 now confined in 6 cells of 15 feet by 8, and 2 day-rooms of 20 feet by 15. 

This prison is likely at all events to be continued as a district bridewell until the comple- 
tion of the gaol at Tullamore, a period too long to sacrifice to the prospect of future accom- 
modation ; and I therefore submit that an additional building should he erected, as being 
absolutely indispensable, which will permit the county to allot the present gaoler’s apartments 
to the female class, and give in the new building apartments for the keeper, with a room 
for the sick of each class. I should propose that the present lower apartment of the gaoler 
(which would then be the room of one portion of the female) should have a boiler erected 
in it ; and by establishing a general kitchen for the mixed diet, this arrangement would 
save the expense of the new building in two years. 

A plan of the proposed building has been submitted to the Earl of Rosse, with a sugges- 
tion that it should be laid before the grand jury at the next assizes. 

The privies require immediate attention, they are in a miserable state. 



Shinrone and Moneygal Bridewells. 

THE bridewell at Shinrone has very properly been discontinued since my last tour of 
inspection. The same measure is necessary respecting the bridewell at Moneygal, which 
contains no day-rooms, yards, or other accommodation required by law ; and it will be the 
duty of the Inspectors General to include that prison in the list of those to be reported to 
the Lord Lieutenant, to be abolished under the power given to his Excellency by the 
90th section, 7 Geo. IV. c. 74.

THE gaol of Limerick still holds its place as one of the most perfect models of prison 
architecture and of prison discipline. The gaol has been so often described in our Reports, 
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, , T need only now advert to the means of classification, in reference to the provisions of

th mfbrts of the prisoners. The accuracy of the accounts, the excellent code of bye-laws, 
^economy observed in the dietary and other branches of expenditure in the establish-

to rn"!, it has some defects, both ,n the building and regulation, which are submitted to 
the consideration of the grand jury. 

1 —The hospital is both in site and accommodation so objectionable, that it would be 
quL necessary to build an infirmary detached from tfie gaol, consistrng of a pro- 
per number of rooms, and of separate yards for male and female prisoners. 

, -The female accommodation is insufficient, and it would be necessary either to allot 
a second class to them, or to build a day or work-room on the site of their solitary 
cell and yard. Without separation of the women into two classes, the matron 
cannot brmg that class to a level with the female class in other gaols. The ma- 
tron is well qualified for her situation, but the females are not clothed with 
uniformity. a?d are certainly not in that state of improvement to which that class 
have attained in many, in other respects, very inferior prisons. 

, -The number of turnkeys are scarcely sufficient, and certainly will not be found so 
3 ’ when the military sentinels may be removed from the gaol ; and it is recommended 
to the Board ofluperintendence to keep therr duties more distinct, by allotting 
one particular under-officer to the exclusive care of each class of the gaol, the 
governor alone having a general superintendence.

County of Limerick Bridewells. 

THE insoection of the bridewells of this county has afforded me .much gratification, 
inMmnch^ITnow find prisons containing every accommodation which the law reqmres, 
built in the following towns within the last year. 

Kilfinnan. 

THIS orison is built on a new site, and will contain two yards, two day-rooms and four 
cells, with complete separation between the male and female prisoners. The building ui 
roofed in, and will be occupied in a short time. 

Bruff. 

THIS prison is new, built on the same plan with that at Kilfinnan ; it is finished and 
occupied, and the Board of Superintendence have ordered bedding and furniture to be 
sent to the local inspector. 

C roome. 

THIS prison is new built and occupied: it contains a large magistrates "WJ 

occupies the whole of the upper floor, consequently the accommodation 18 I, “ lted °“ 
the ground floor, and only provides the keeper’s apartments and one cell to each six, witn 
but one yard. The cells contain fire-places and glazed windows. I have always considere 
471 Gj the 
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the keeper of this prison as wholly inefficient ; and the new bridewell is already i n a 
disgraceful state of filth, the only yard, intended by the Act to give to the prisoners “ the 
benefit of fresh air and exercise therein’’ is also converted into a very dirty turf yard. If 
the Board of Superintendence do not look to the efficiency of the keepers of bridewells, 
it is a waste of the public money to build new ones. The road to the front of the bridewell 
is not yet made, and the approach is in a wretched state. There should be a small 
enclosure for turf. 



Rathkeale. 



THIS prison has undergone considerable alterations, and now contains two yards, two 
day-rooms and six cells. I found it in good order, but unfurnished. Bedding and 
furniture are now ordered by the Board of Superintendence. 



New Castle. 

THIS prison has been completed since my last inspection, and now contains the 
accommodation required by law. 

Glynn. 

THE intended new prison is not commenced, and the present bridewell exhibits the 
last remaining specimen of the miserable black holes which the county have so effectually 
abolished. 

District Lunatic Asylum. 

I HAD hoped to have found this new and important establishment opened, and in 
operation on my present tour; but I find from Mr. Jackson, who has recently been 
appointed to the management of it, that some necessary arrangements had not been 
completed, which has postponed the admission of patients. The plan and execution of 
the building are in every respect satisfactory : the accommodation extends to 150 patients. 
The district includes the counties of Limerick, Kerry, and Clare, and the city of Limerick. 
The lunatics of Limerick are still confined in the House of Industry, in which there are 
also a number of idiots, and cases of harmless incurable mania, which cannot, under the 
provisions of the Act, be received into a lunatic asylum. 

City of Limerick Gaol. 

HAVING so often reported on the city gaol at Limerick, since the oppointment of Mr. 
Gibson, in terms of the highest praise, and having felt how much the public service owed 
to a local inspector, who had produced a change which had appeared almost to be hopeless 
in that once miserable public establishment, it would be painful to me to withdraw that 
testimony. It was, however, my duty to report a very serious change for the worse in the 
interior of the whole establishment, on my inspection of it in the month of September 
last. On the present occasion * I am pleased to see that the gaol is again m a creditable 
state and I trust that to whatever causes the unfavourable change may have been 
attributable, they are not likely in future to exist, and it is to be considered as having been 
but temporary — and that on the completion of the new plan, by which the old county gaol 
is added to the original prison of the city, the establishment will do credit to all parties 
concerned in its management and regulations. A new and efficient Board of Superin- 
tendence have been appointed under the Prison Act of the last session; they have 
compiled an excellent code of by-laws, and are actively engaged in promoting the 
improvement of every department. , . _ 

The principal defects in the present arrangement is the total want or employment tor the 
prisoners, both male and female. The tread-wheel will be established in the new building, 
but this only affords hard labour to a limited number, while the more important object of 
appointing suitable work for the pauper prisoners is left unprovided for. The Board of 
Superintendence have now determined to adopt the breaking of stones, a species of work 
which has been found very satisfactory in many of the best regulated gaols. Employment 
of the prisoners is desirable in every gaol— it is absolutely required by law ; but in the case 
of the gaol of a large city, it becomes an object of peculiar importance. The description of 
characters, both males and females, and particularly juvenile offenders, with which a city is 
overrun, are only to be subdued by a system of labour, and when their crimes are not ot 
such a nature as to incur a sentence to hard labour: it is essential to the peace and morals 
of the city that the gaol should not be to them a scene of total idleness, but that such 

criminals should by every possible means be deterred from again becoming public nuisances 

of the worst kind ; it is therefore to be hoped that another meeting of the Board may not 
pass over without the actual adoption of the proposed system. Their serious attention is 
also called for by the state of the female class, who should be uniformly clothed and kept 
to constant occupation in the school, work-room, and laundry. 

The present o-overnor is a young and not an improving officer, and although I should he 
sorry to press my opinion of the disadvantage under which I consider the gaol to labour 
from that circumstance, I should not do my duty if I did not give publicity to that opinion, 
in the hope that both the Board of Superintendence and the officer in question may see the 
necessity of his becoming more active and steady, and endeavouring to become acquainted 
with the arduous and important duties of his station. The prospect of the removal 0 
military guards from gaols will occasion an additional necessity for the counties ana 
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•lies to provide men of suitable talents and experience, and of unremitting seal and diligence ^ 

for the government of their gaols. v_

The grounds upon which this measure ,» recommended 
oblige the Inspector-General to enter into details too minute to form part of a general 
report, but have been submitted to the consideration of the grand jury.

And as the grand jury have P rc , se “‘ ed 
for the erection of a new prison, there can be no reason to recommend alterat.oyn the 
present gaol ; there is however so much inconvenience experienced from the wantotstores 
Ld accommodation for special cases, such as lunatics, Sec. Stc. that I have submitted to 
the grand jury a plan for a shed to be erected in the debtors yard, to contain a store 
room and three temporary cells for the accommodation of such persons. At present out 
of twelve cells, which are the only ones in the criminal prison, I found six occ “P e “y 
471 .

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South lunatics, stores, and one sick prisoner. The length of time which must elapse before the new 

District. gaol is ready, and the very small sum which such a building will require, have induced 

»— — * me to urge this as a necessary temporary measure. 

It is gratifying to me to report upon the state of the female prison, which is placed under 
a careful and efficient matron ; and notwithstanding the unfavourable circumstances 
under which she is placed — without any means of classification — the orderly state of the 
class, their progress in reading and work, and the extreme cleanliness and regularity 
of the system does great credit to her. No lodging is provided for the matron, and as 
this want is a material deduction from the value of her situation, I should recommend 
an allowance of lodging money as a fair and well-deserved compensation. 

I was concerned to find that the bread dietary has been abandoned, as it is impossible 
in any gaol to preserve cleanliness and order where cooking is carried on in the day-rooms; 
and this objection applies with tenfold force in a gaol so circumscribed in respect to room 
as that of Maryborough. Should the Board of Superintendence however persevere in using 
the mixed diet, I should strongly urge the erection of a steam apparatus in the present 
gaol, which could be transferred hereafter to the new one. The particulars respecting the 
plan I have explained at large to the Board of Superintendence. 

I forbear to make any observations on the arrangements on the male side of the gaol ; 
the establishment of a good system must be postponed until the new gaol has been built. 
Several regulations have however struck me as practicable under existing circumstances, 
the adoption of which would much improve the system, and they are laid before the Board 
of Superintendence for their consideration. 

I had the advantage of meeting the Commissioners appointed for carrying into execution 
the building of the new gaol, and am happy to report that they have determined on relin- 
quishing the semicircular and adopting the radial plans.

I have found the gaol at Clonmell on my return to the southern district in a cleanly and 
creditable state ; the deportment of the prisoners orderly, and no causes of complaint, and 
a general acknowledgment of kind and humane treatment. 

The gaol is not upon a modern, consequently not upon a good plan. The average num- 
ber of prisoners are 141 ; the cells 73, exclusive of the marshalsea ; the beds 100, and in 
some cells 3 or more beds. The Act is therefore complied with in respect to two male 
prisoners only never being lodged together in one cell. 

Since my last inspection an improvement has taken place in the mode of issuing the 
provisions ; there is still a defect, as there is not a bread-room ; consequently, the utensils 
are left in the day-rooms, and the provisions are sometimes not used at meal hours, but kept 
by the prisoners, and there are instances of their selling their bread to each other. No 
system but that of a bread-room can remedy this defect. It is however much to be wished 
that a cooking kitchen should be established, which would enable the committee to change 
the dietary according to the state of the market. A steam kitchen (on the plan of the 
northern gaols) could be erected for 70 /.., and in some prisons it has saved 300/. or 400/. 
a year. 

‘The tread-wheel is in operation, and the men sentenced thereto regularly kept to work ; 
the work is moderate, but as the wheel is of an unusual size, containing 25 steps of 9 inches 
each, the rate of 48 steps (according to the printed regulations) in each minute is too rapid, 
and the men should only step at the rate of 43. The power is applied to raising water, 
and a very well contrived machinery for cleausing the sewers. It is much to be lamented 
that the prisoners not placed upon the tread-wheel are totally unemployed. When the 
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measure of removing military sentinels shall be carried into execution, the necessity of 
“mployment will be more strongly felt. If any thing can tempt 1 to 

tions and to plot mischief, it is the opportunity afforded by a state of total idleness. Ihis 
subject calls for the immediate and serious consideration of the Board of Superintendence. 

The female prisoners have the invaluable advantage of the attendance of a committee o 
ladies • thev are taught to read and write, receive religious instruction, and are employed in 
needle-work and spinning. A boiler is ordered, to enable the matron to employ the second 
class in washing; Ld washing-troughs should be added; the linen of all the prison should 

be washed by them. , „ , .

Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum is attached to the house of industy ; it contains 22 cells, with 2 rooms 
extra for convalescent females; the present number confined are 15 men and 17 women. 
The cells are clean and orderly. The prisoners are attended to, and no one instance of per- 
sonal restraint. The ventilation of the cells is defective ; there are apparent air-holes at 
the rear of each cell, but on examining the outside of the building, I perceived that they do 
not pass through the walls, and they cannot therefore be of any use ; the air and smell 0 
the cells was therefore unpleasant. 

County of Tipperary Bridewells. 

THE progress of improvement which I have found in the bridewells of this county is on 
the whole very gratifying ; and I am enabled to report four prisons of that class as being 
complete, and such as to be in every respect conformable to law, viz. Templemore, Cashel, 
Roscrea and Newbermingham ; and I trust that when the sum of 1,000 /. presented at the 
last assizes shall be fully expended, the whole system of the county will be found satisfac- 
tory to the grand jury. 

'Newport. 

THIS prison has undergone alterations and repairs to the amount of 170 l. and now con 
tains separation of the sexes with comfortable cells and separate yards for each sex. 

Nenagh. 

A very unfavourable report of this gaol, made by an inspector employed by the “ Asso- 
ciation for the improvement of Prisons and prison discipline in Ireland, having been read 
from the bench at the summer assizes, I was directed by the grand jury to make a minute 
inspection of the prison, and I cannot by any means subscribe to the view taken in that 
Report of its present state. The cells which lie .below the level of the steeet and which 
were included in the number of 8, in that Report, are exclusive of that number, there being 
in all 12 ; and although those 4 cells are disadvantageous^ situated, they are seldom used , 
they are, however, dry, and have windows opening to the street above the level ; the other 
cells are efficient ; the bedding is complete, and has been so for a considerable time, and 
the prison is not badly kept. An estimate has been prepared for putting the privies into 
order, and for the other necessary repairs, amounting to the sum of 65 1. and the wort is 
now in progress.* On the whole, the gaol at Nenagh, although disadvantageous^ 
situated, may be considered as a sufficient prison for that town, and although it is impos- 
sible to guard against crowding at the time of holding the quarter sessions, it contains as 
much accommodation as can at other times be wanted, and as much as the county would 
be justified in providing for one of their quarter session prisons. 

Roscrea. 

THIS prison has undergone considerable repairs, and is now provided with the necessary 
rooms and yards in good order, and with furniture sufficient for the ordinary number ot 
prisoners. It is on a larger scale than is suitable to the town, containing 12 cells. It was 
on the day of inspection in a much improved and cleanly state 

Templemore. 

THIS prison is now completed, . contains the requisite separation of sexes with distinct 
day-rooms and yards. The new works, amounting to the sum of 55 »• are well executed, 
a nd the state of the prison most creditable. 

New Bermingham. 

THIS small prison is now completed, and contains 2 day rooms, 2 yards, and 3 good 
cells, with complete separation for the sexes. The furniture and bedding is complete, and 
the prison in a clean and creditable state.

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Cashel. 

THE sum estimated for repairs, 35 /. has not yet been expended, but the work is in pro- 
gress ; the gaol consists of 3 day-rooms, 2 yards, and 8 cells ; the furniture and bedding 
complete, and the prison kept in the most regular and cleanly state ; this prison has for 
some time been one of the best bridewells in the district. 

Tipperary. 

NOTHING has as yet been done in this miserable and disgraceful prison. The gaol is 
situated under the court-house ; a sum of 106/. has been allotted for the repair of the court- 
house, and the work is in progress ; the sum of 95/. allotted out of the 1,000 l. for the 
repair of the bridewell, is still in the treasurer’s hands, and I have approved a plan for 
rendering the prison efficient by the expenditure of that sum by which the legal separation 
in cells, °day-rooms, and yards will be effected ; the keeper is quite unfit for his office, 
and his conduct much complained of by the magistrates. 

Thurles. 

A sum of 73/.* has been alloted for repairs, which are nearly completed ; the accom- 
modation is much greater than need have been provided for the town, viz. 4 day-rooms and 
22 cells, 4 of which cells are completely furnished, the others only supplied with straw. 
On the day of inspection there were 3 prisoners confined ; no day room used, no fires, and 
the 3 prisoners in a cold winter day shut up in one cell. I am obliged from the experience 
of 5 years to state that the removal of the present keeper appears to me to be essential to 
the good keeping of the gaol and comfort of the prisoners. 

Caher. 

A sum of 70/. has been allotted to the repair of this bridewell, which was in a state of 
dilapidation, like the prisons at Thurles and Roscrea ; it is too large for the second class of 
bridewell, and the expense of keeping it up is great in proportion ; the keeper must be 
more regular in giving to the prisoners the advantage of fires, and of the day-rooms. 

Borrisikarie. 

THIS disgraceful prison has been reported by the Inspector-General to be abolished under 
the 90th sea of 7 Geo. IV. c. 74, and under the former Prison Act. I have, however, 
under the direction of the grand jury in conjunction with the local magistracy, decided 
upon a plan of additional buildings which are in progress, and for the execution of which 
200 1 . has been presented and allotted.

ALTHOUGH the present gaol affords nearly the scale of classification required by the 
Act, there is not sufficient room or a sufficient number of yards to enable the county to carry 
the provisions of the Act into effect, and it is determined to build a house of correction 
contiguous to the present gaol. The house of correction will contain 20 separate cells, 
the plan I entirely approve with the exception of the size of the cells, which I conceive 
have been decided upon without any reference to the 6th section of the Prison Act, which 
I have pointed out to the commissioners of the work. I have also suggested that the 
house of correction should be exclusively allotted to male prisoners, and that a general 
cooking kitchen should be included in it. 

The o-eneral cleanliness and order of the gaol are as I have always found them, most cre- 
ditable to the local inspector. The deportment and cleanly appearance of the prisoners 
are most striking, as well as the content and good feeling which seem to prevail amongst 
them. . 

There is, however, in this gaol a defect which 1 am sorry again to report— that the in- 
struction of the prisoners is not attended to, and that it now presents almost the solitary 
instance throughout Ireland, of a county gaol without any school. The pauper prisoners 
are likewise unemployed; and as there is not one person now sentenced to hard labour, and 
the tread-wheel consequently unemployed, the whole of the male prisoners are in a state ot 
total idleness ; a state of things always to be deplored, and which may prove very injurious 
when the military guard shall be removed. 

The female class are placed under a careful matron and their appearance most creditable ; 
they are diligently employed, and as soon as the house of correction shall be completed 
they are to be formed into two classes, and a laundry contrived for the second class, who

The unemployed state of the male prisoners, and the state of the yards, naturally points 
out the breaking of stones, and the rolling stone, as ready means of giving at least present 
work to the prisoners. And it cannot be doubted, that the 104th section, 7 Geo. IV. c. 74, 
renders it incumbent upon the Board to appoint some species of work, and imperative on 
the governor of the gaol to employ the pauper prisoners therein. 

A very important power having been placed in the hands of gaolers in respect to the 
punishment of certain offences, it is absolutely necessary that some record should be kept 
of every punishment inflicted in the exercise of that power and detailing the circumstances 
of each case ; and the zeal of the local inspector of Waterford has set the example of such 
a system which the Inspectors Geueral will not fail to recommend as an essential practice 
throughout the prisons of Ireland.

City of Waterford House of Correction. 

THIS prison, attached to the city gaol, is built upon an improved plan, the gaoler’s house 
being surrounded by a half polygon, containing four classes, with a fifth yard in the centre 
in which the tread-wheel is placed. 

The principal fault in this prison has been pointed out in the Inspector-General’s Report 
for many years. It is, that there is no corridor to inclose the ranges of cells, the doors of 
which open to the outward air, there being a flagged walk and penthouse roof supported 
by pillars in front of the cells. Nothing is wanted to remedy the evil complained of but 
to build a slight outside wall with windows ; the cost could not be material. 

The tread-wheel has been constructed in Waterford and requires regulation, which I have 
described to the local inspector.

SINCE my last report on this gaol very considerable alterations and additions have been 
made, and a number of additional yards supplied. It is still however found that the accom- 
modation is insufficient to allow of single night cells to each prisoner, and the grand jury 
have determined to erect a house of correction to be built on and contiguous to the site of 
the present gaol. A plan has been submitted to them by which 16 cells for males, and 
16 cells for females will be added, with day-rooms and yards, a house for the governor of 
the house of correction and chapel. 

The principal difficulty which presents itself in the endeavour to comply strictly with the 
terms of the Act of Parliament arises from the shape and size of the present cells, which 
are constructed with a view to placing 2 male prisoners in each cell, contrary to the 6th 
section of the late Prison Act. The present number of male criminal cells are 30, and 
with the additional accommodation contemplated by the erection of the house of correc- 
tion, separate cells will in ordinary cases be afforded to each prisoner. When, however, 
the gaol is crowded, there will be a difficulty in making the arrangement for placing" three 
or more prisoners” in one cell. This point will require the consideration of the Board 
before the new building is commenced. 

The floors of the yards require to be put in order, and it is desirable that the pauper 
prisoners for whom it is difficult to procure work, should be employed in breaking stones 
for that purpose, by which two important objects will be attained. 

The female prison is separated into two classes, and placed under a matron, who appears 
to be attentive and efficient; one class is employed in needle-work, spinning, & c. the 
second in washing for the gaol ; the laundry requires to be better fitted up with washing 
troughs, &c. the work-rooms are objectionably small ; but it is intended to remedy this 
defect in the new house of correction. 

The state of the external walls requires attention ; the cross walls, at present joining the 
outside wall at right angles in the yards, are too much below the height of the surrounding 

wall*

The accommodation of the gaol consists of 6 yards, 5 day-rooms, 2 work-rooms, 34 cells, 
including two solitary, a chapel, infirmary, and marshalsea ; — viz. 

Class 1. Debtors - -2 rooms. 

2. Felons convicted - 10 cells. 

3. Ditto untried - to cells. 

4. Misdemeanants - 6 cells.— This class deficient, there being but 

one for tried and untried. 

5. Females - - 6 cells. 

6. King’s Evidence - 1 room. 

Since the inspection of last year by Major Palmer, the new part of the prison has been 
completed, and the furniture in the infirmary and marshalsea supplied, which are both no- 
ticed as requiring attention in his Report. 

The general state of the prison is much improved ; and the male side of the prison is 
kept in extremely good order ; the prisoners appear healthy and satisfied, there being no 
instance of complaints in any part of the prison. 

The tread-wheel and labour of the prisoners are going on regularly, and although no im- 
portant profit has as yet been accomplished, the men and women are employed, and the 
gaol has been new painted by one of the prisoners. 

The following points have been the principal objects to which I have thought it neces- 
sary to call the attention of the Board of Superintendence ; 

1st. -“'The classification of the females, the clothing of the first class, and the better 
care of the female part of the prison, which is much inferior in cleanliness, order, 
and regularity, to the male side. The first class to be employed in needle-work, & c. 
and the second principally in washing for the gaol ; for which purpose clothing is 
ordered, and the necessary apparatus for a laundry. 

2 d. The regularity of messing, the establishment of a provision-room, and system of 

conveying the provisions at each meal to the wards, by wardsmen from each class ; 
also the establishment of a steam kitchen, prior to the adoption of any dietary which 
requires cooking ; at present the bread dietary is used. 

3d, The adoption of a better mode of keeping the account of work and school pro- 

gress, for which forms have been transmitted to the local inspector. 

4th. — The introduction of stone-breaking; at present every yard is much in need of a 
new floor, and the completion of these floors would occupy the prisoners very pro- 
fitably for some time, after which the Board of Superintendence would have had suf- 
ficient experience to determine whether this species of labour might be continued and 
turned to profit by sale of the materials to the contractors for the roads, or for the 
repair of the streets of the town. 

5th. — The removal of white-wash from the^oors. 

gth. There is no debtor at present in the gaol ; but should any number of debtors be 

confined, there is a want of accommodation for their separation into two classes, pur- 
suant to the 109th section of the Prison Act, rule 8. 

On the whole, the officers are entitled to credit for the state of the prison and orderly 
appearance of the prisoners, and when the intended improvements in the system are 
completed, the gaol of the county will rank high in every respect, notwithstanding the 
defects in the plan which can never be corrected, and which are to be attributed to the 
old part of the prison having been built prior to those modern improvements in prison ar- 
chitecture, which have arisen out of the new system of discipline and moral government.

“ monies are intended : and also if they shall think proper so to do, to present in advance, 
“ of such Board any reasonable sum or sums which such grand jury shall deem necessary 
« f or an y of the purposes for which presentments are or shall be allowed by this 
“ Act, Sec. &c.” 



With the hope of facilitating the arrangements necessary to give effect to this enactment, 
the Inspectors General respectfully submit to the Board of Superintendence of Prisons in 
the several counties, a form of presentment embracing every head of expenditure connected 
with the prison department, which will enable them to bring the whole (included in the same 
presentment) before the grand jury at each assizes in one view. 

The accounts of the gaols in every county must from time to time vary to a considerable 
degree, in consequence of a variety of causes ; any form, therefore, which is recommended, 
can only be considered as containing the principle upon which it is proposed that the pre- 
sentment should be framed, which principle is to be applied according to circumstances.
